A CROWDED HOUSE 


Audience is Attentive, but 
Not Demonstrative 


DECATUR TO HAVE 


COLLEGE TRACK MEET 


Carlisle Coming Here Sat­ 
urday, April 16 


One of the largest crowds ever seen 
in the district court room was present 
Monday afternoon to greet Hon. O. B. 
Oolquett, candidate for the democratic 
nomination for governor. Mr. Colquitt 
spoke for about two hours, and while 
th re were no notable demonstrations 
and vociferous 'applause, the audi­ 
ence seemed to he deeply interested in 
what the gentleman had to say. 
Mr. 
Colquett was met upon his arrival 
here Monday morning by a committee 
of our citizens, headed by J. D. 
White, Dr. A. B. Conley and County 
Chairror.i Frank J. Ford, and after a 
good lunch at the International hotel 
he received quite a number ©I our 
people who called to pay their re­ 
spects. 
At 2 o'clock he was escorted 
to the court house by Dr. Conley, 
where some six hundred representa­ 
tive citizens t.f Wise county were 
crowded into the district court room 
to iiear the speech. 
Mr. Colquett was introduced by 
C lin ty Attorney Ratliff, and imme- 
j uiately the commissioner took up the 
, prohibition issue. 
He said he was 
opposed to state-wida prohibition, 
and that it should not be an issue in 
this campaign because the constitu­ 
tion settles the prohibition question 
by recognizing the right of the people 
to decide the m a ter to suit them 
selves, and provides a means for 


j them to stop the sale of intoxicants in 
j their midst whenever they elect to 
do so. 
He paid his respects to candidates 
I Johnson and Poindexter, by stating 
that Cone Johnson had jumped the 
democratic ranks when he refused to 
support the party nominee. Bryan. 
He told of Jonnson tearing the head 
off the ticket and puting it under his 
feet. This created much merriment 
among the 
Poindexter supporters 
present, hut their good feelings and 
levity were of short duration.

and biting remarks about Johnson's

tion, Mr. Colquitt took up the Cle- 
burne judge's lecord as a democrat 
land literally made it threadbare.

It would seem as though Kentucky 
blue grass and white clover had en­ 
tered into a compact eternal in its na­ 
ture—that is to say, a compact to dwell 
together in the same domain without a 
shadow of disagreement. 
When they 
once obtain possession there they re­ 
main. 
The grass grows up earlier in 
the spring than the clover. 
It ripens 
early; then the clover comes on. 
Tile 
plants of clover multiply continually 
and others die, and as they die the 
dead roots furnish food for the blue 
grass plants. 
In return, when the 
> ne grass plants are not eaten too 
closely, they furnish protection for the 
roots of the clover in winter.—Profess­ 
or Thomas Shaw.

weak solution of a good disinfectant 
or to apply it to the animals direct is 
also an excellent plan. This subject is 
worthy of the closest attention of 
farmers everywhere. 
A few cents’ 
worth of disinfectant may save hun­ 
dreds of dollars’ loss from disease or

Soapsuds on the Sea. 


It is iii order to vary the phrase 
“ pouring oil on the troubled waters” 
by substituting the word “soapsuds” 
for oil. Experiments have shown that 
soapsuds will reduce a sea almost as 
well as oil. The first trial was made 
on a freighter in a storm on the At­ 
lantic. A large quantity of soap and 
water was discharged over the bow, 
and its effect was nearly instantane­ 
ous, the height of the waves being so 
diminished that the vessel could be 
managed 
without 
difficulty. 
The 
steamer Senegal, struck by a squall in 
the Adriatic, used soap and water 
with the same result. Six pounds of 
soap were dissolved in two barrels of 
wafer. 
This solution when dripped 
over the bow made a quiet space about 
ten yards wide, preventing the sea 
from breaking over the vessel to any 
considerable extent.—New York Her­ 
ald.
